That he was therzunto 
mov'd meerly by his Conſcieace,and 
che Senſe of the Duty that -his -Poſt 
oblig'd him to ; that ſuch a behayi- 
our founded;upon Principtes fo ſuita- 
ble to his Stage, never can nor ought 
tobe forgotren. That I ſhall always 
remember it, and that upon occaſion 
I ſhall readily ſhew him with great 
ſatisfaQtion, how much eſteem I have 
for his Service, that I Have inſtruQ- 
ed the Duke of 'Anjou with how 
much Confidence, and Acknowledg- 
ment he ought to receive and follow 
his Councils, You ſhall further 
acquaint him, that you are to regu- 
late all-your Actions according to his 
Orders ; and. you ſhall-afſure him, 
that in-caſe the Monarchy - of Spain 
have any need of my Forces by Sea 
or Land, they ſhall always be ready 
to aſhift them ; aod{that; whilſt the 
[atereſt, of both-Monarchies- are the 
ſame, their Forces and Councils 
ought alſoto be united. There being 
no ſuch Complements paid-$0 any 
of the others:of the Regency. it's 
thought the Cardinal will be firſt 
Miniſter of State.
